Therefore he considered it necessary to aproint 
reprerentatives for the Federal :epublic as had previously been done in tne 
case of the People's Congress, the Peace Conrress and tie National Counci:. 
There reprecentatives, toyether with the reprerentatives of the Soviet Zon: 
of Uernany, woulc form the ..llGerman council, which in turn would becore 
a so-crllec All-Gernan Government with the cabinet expanded te inelide 
“estorn Gerv-an representatives. hie covernment would then seek to cbtain 
recocni tion from foreign powers as Leing the onl; legal German Covernrent.
